W alking into the sheriffs o ffice 
at 4:45 o ’clo ck Mo nday afterno o n C. 
B. Mino r laid a .32 calibre rev o lv er 
o n the desk and said, “I just sho t 
a man.” 


He surrendered fo r the sho o ting 
o f Curtis Fair, residing o n Mino r’s 
farm a mile no rth o f Dresden. Mi­ 
no r was fo rmerly o f near Dresden, 
but no w- liv es at Olatha, Kan. 
Fair was bro ught to the city ho s­ 
pital in Sedalia, where it was dis 
co v ered that o ne o f the sho ts had 
taken effect in the fleshy po rtio n o f 
his right arm. The w^o und was dres­ 
sed and he was taken to his ho me. 
A state warrant, charging Mino r 
v rith sho o ting with Intent to maim 
and kill, w^as filed this mo rning. 
His

was 
placed 
at 
$2,000, 
which he was trying to arrange fo r 
late this afterno o n. 
Sheriff T. O. Herrick and sev eral 
o ther perso ns w^ere in 
the 
o ffice 
when Mino r, a man abo ut 50 years 
o ld, wralked into the waiting ro o m 
and asked if the sheriff was pres­ 
ent.. 
Befo re anyo ne co uld 
ask 
him 
what w'as wanted Mino r pulled the 
gun fro m his po cket and laid it 
upo n the desk, saying, “I just sho t 
a man.” 
He seemed 
upo n the po int 
o f 
breaking, by his nerv o us and seem­ 
ingly remo rseful co nditio n. He was 
to ld to sit do wn and calm himself, 
but co ntinued to w^alk aro und the 
ro o m, while the sheriff asked him 
sev eral questio ns in an effo rt to 
calm him.

Mino r be taken to his o ffice fo r 
further questio ning. 
Go ing do wn the co rrido r Mino r 
so bbed 
quietly

wiped his eyes with a handkerchief. 
In a statem ent made to the sher­ 
iff and Mr. Salv eter he said that 
Fair had rented the farm fro m him 
last, year, and had liv ed o n it a 
year. 
Fair was suppo sed to get o ff 
March 1, he said. 
He dro v e to the farm with the 
intentio n o f seeing him abo ut the 
matter. Mino r said, as it was his 
]?urpo se to take o v er the farm and 
iv e there himself. He was sitting 
n his car in fro nt o f the ho use 
when Fair dro v e up. 
They talked abo ut the farm, he 
said, with Fair standing abo ut six 
eet fro m him. 
Mino r said that Fair jammed his 
land into his co at po cket, and he 
:ho ught he was go ing fo r a gun, so 
le pulled o ut his 
gun 
and 
sho t 
twice. 
Fair 
turning 
and 
running 
nto the ho use. 
This was abo ut 4:15 p. m. 
A half ho ur later Mino r w'alked 
nto the sheriff’s o ffice. 
Fair, 
when interv iewed 
at 
the 
ho spital last night befo re his re­ 
mo v al, said that he had liv ed o n 
the farm last year, and had talked 
o v er re-renting it with Mino r last 
all. Mino r rented it to him, but 
there had been no thing but a v erbal 
co ntract, he said, tho ugh a written 
co ntract was used the year befo re. 
Acco rding to Fair, Mino r said, 
If yo u do n’t get o ff o f this farm 
yo u and

ro uble.” 
With this he pulled the 
gun and started sho o ting, Fair de- 
ared.

morning routine. An hour for lunch, 
additional conferences with depart­ 
ment heads and the regular Tues­ 
day press conference, completed the 
days program. 
A few fine lines about his eyes 
and a fifteen-pound reduction in his 
ample figure are the only changes 
that a year in the White House 
has brought to the chief executive. 
His smile is as warm and spon­ 
taneous as ever and his affability, 
his friends say, has, if anything, in­ 
creased.

Dr. Stewart at Sorosis 
Members of Sorosis were enlight­ 
ened on the subject of health and 
learned of the workings of the Mis­ 
souri State Board of Health and 
its value in our state health p ro­ 
gram in a most interesting address 
by Dr. James Stewart, of Jefferson 
City, secretary of this institution, 
at the club’s regular meeting at the 
library Monday afternoon. Mrs. W. 
T. 
Bishop , 
p resident, 
p resided 
introducing 
Dr. 
Stewart, 
who 
sp bke 
of 
the 
various 
p hases 
of 
state 
health 
work, 
quoted 
sta­ 
tistics 
regarding 
its 
accomp lish­ 
ments and of the imp ortance of 
the coop eration of health units over 
the state 'with the central one, es­ 
p ecially in p reventing and combat­ 
ing 
contagious 
disease. 
He told 
of the 
great imp ortance 
of vac- 
cinatiou as a means of p reventing 
disease, of the necessity of p re­ 
school health p rogram, in order to 
have the child in p erfect p hysical 
condition before entering school to 
p revent the retarding of his mental 
and p hysical being. 
If this were 
carried out p rop erly. Dr. Stewart 
said, it •would never be necessary 
to close the schools, and they would 
always be a safe p lace for Tommy 
or Mary to go without danger of 
‘‘catching everything.” 
He p ointed 
out how a child with some miuor 
ailment is p hysically handicap p ed, 
and lacks fortification against dis­ 
ease because 
of 
some 
condition 
which could be easily corrected by 
medical 
attention 
at 
the 
p rop er 
time. 
His hap p iness 
and 
health 
throughout his entire school p eriod 
is sometimes 
imp aired, 
he 
said. 
Statistics show, he said, that at 
p resent, twelve and a half p er cent 
of the children in our state are re­ 
tarded because of p hysical defects. 
Health is the most imp ortant sub­ 
ject in the world, said Dr. StewaiT, 
for without it, what can we do? He 
p roved that effective health work 
p ays dividends and that the ques­ 
tion of economy in any subject 
p ays. 
He sp oke of the imp ortance 
of sup ervised 
medical 
associatiou 
work as a means of p rotecting the 
p ublic against unscrup ulous p ersons 
in the medical p rofession. 
To p er­ 
sons new in a community, he sug­ 
gested the imp ortance of becom­ 
ing acquainted with 
the medical 
situation at once, and not waiting 
until in some emergency they must 
call ‘just any doctor.” 
If a reliable 
p hysician were called in time of 
health to index the entire family, 
it w’ould be a saving of time and 
exp ense in case of illness, he said. 
In the matter of economy with re­ 
gard to state eleemosynary institu­ 
tions he said that their crow’’ded 
condition was due to lack of p rop ­ 
er attention in early stages of dis­ 
ease, and said that if he were al­ 
lowed to examine members of the 
family who had relatives in the in­ 
sane asylum, that in tw^enty-five 
years they would be tearing dowm 
some of the hosp itals they now 
have. Instead of building new' ones, 
p ointing out that the p rogram of 
disease p revention w’as the most 
imp ortant thing the state has to 
deal with. 
"It is a burning shame,” he said, 
in sp eaking of contagious diseases, 
“that we 
have 
lost p eop le 
with 
typ hoid fever, smallp ox, or dip h­ 
theria because of all the diseases 
known to mankind, these are the 
ones that can be p revented.” Some, 
he said, think it folly to vaccinate, 
and then he went on to p rove vacci­ 
nation is a p rotection against con­ 
tagious disease. 
He sp oke of his 
p ersonal exp erience in treating of 
hundreds of cases of smallp ox of 
the worst form, when his only safe­ 
guard was the fact that he was vac­ 
cinated. 
He stated he never knew 
of anyone who died who had a typ i­ 
cal scar. 
In St. Louis, he said, you 
never hear of an ep idemic, and it is 
because of their belief in vaccina­ 
tion. 
Kansas City, he cited as a 
p lace where an ep idemic often gains 
headway 
because 
of the 
lack of 
adhering to this means of p reven­ 
tion p rop erly. 
Prop er 
sanitary service 
as 
a 
means of p revention of disease was 
another p hase touched up on, also 
the imp ortance of coop eration of in­ 
dividuals with the p olice or sanitary 
officers in time of ep idemics, the 
imp ortance of p ure water and p ure 
milk sup p ly. 
Dr. Stewart stated that 4,176 ba­ 
bies under one year of age died In 
Missouri 
last 
year, 
and 
asked 
“why?” 
Sickness in a child may 
ahvays be traced to carelessness of 
the mother or p erson in charge, 
he 
said. 
That 
276 
ycung 
p eo­ 
p le died with tuberculosis in the 
same p eriod. 
Yo\t can figure on 
ten other cases in the radius of 
that community, he said. 
He advis­ 
ed against sending a tuberculosis 
p atient away among strangers, and 
recommended that the p rop er care 
of the p atient at home with whole­ 
some food, p lenty of sunshine and 
fresh air, and home environment 
tended greatly to allay the disease 
and sometimes effected a cure. On 
the contrary, 
he said, a p atient 
among strangers is confronted with 
the feeling he is dep riving those 
at home sometimes with the very 
necessities of life. 
Worry further 
undermines the health of the p ati­ 
ent, who seldom imp roves 
under 
siicli conditions. 
When asked about the meningitis 
condition over the state, Dr. Stew­ 
art stated that the scare in Kirks- 
ville.

This was learned to­ 
day from Dr. Thomas F. Maher of 
St. Louis, secretary of the board. 
The regular semi-annual examina­ 
tion is being held here today with 
12 ap p licants taking the quiz be­ 
fore the board. 
The inquiry has been ordered fol­ 
lowing discovery of four cases in 
which the 
authenticity 
of 
high 
school credits ap p ears doubtful. Dr. 
Maher said the board has been in­ 
tending ever since the law went 
into effect in Sep tember, 19 27, to 
check the educational credits of all 
p ersons licensed, 
but 
had 
never 
gotten to i t 
More than 9 00 chiro­ 
p ractors, p racticing when the law 
became effective, were licensed in 
Sep tember, 19 27, after examination: 
No indictments have been issued, 
or 
charges 
p referred, 
but. Dr. 
Maher said the board would, at a 
meeting to be called In the near 
future, charge Dr. Cornelius Ter- 
hune of Kansas City, licensed in 
Sep tember, 19 27, with p resenting ir­ 
regularities in educational creden­ 
tials he submitted to the board for 
his examination from the Universal 
Academy of Chirop ractic Research, 
Kansas City, Maher said he has 
affidavits that the school was op ­ 
erated in the office of a Kansas 
City chirop ractor. 
Last summer Terhune came to 
the Cole county circuit court here 
and obtained a temp orary injunction 
to p revent the board from revoking 
his license, although the board had 
p referred no charges or taken any 
step s. 
The case is p ending. 
Three other cases being looked 
into include:
